The dear man was given to us 
twenty-two months ago, in anſwer to fervent inceſ- 
ſant prayer; for which purpoſe, by the ſpace of more 
than two years, (all which time our church lay in a 
diſtracted deſtitute ſtate) many of us met twice a 
week in a corner, His way was clear'd to us by a 
train of providential interpoſitions, which I could

I HAVE now ſomething to impart to you, which

we eſteemed ahopeful pledge, that as our dear Saviour 
ſent him, fo he would be with him. As ſoon, and as 
faſt as he could, he viſited his flock individually, con- 
ſiſting of more thay twa hundred and fifty families, 
putting cloſe ſearching queſtions to their conſciences, 
in order to E= oP: them to ſerious conſideration. 
He gathere her the lagabs of the flock, amount- 
ing ap e Fun ed and fifty, whom he 
WE divided into fix claſſes ; all which he catechiſes once 
a month, diſtributing to each proper catechiſms, and 
other books, by way of reward, as they arrive at 
ſuch and ſuch degrees of proficiency. He is inſtant 
in ſeaſon and out of ſeaſon, encouraging all our prt- 
vate meetings, forthe purpoſes of godly edification, 
of young men by themſelves, and young women BY 
= themſelves, beſides mix'd aſſemblies, many of whic 
be animates by his preſence and aſſiſtance. He 
preaches the goſpel of Chriſt with power, and more

is the preaching the Lord chiefly owns; and confi- 
hath received to the, Lord's table, after careful exa- 
mination, above fixty ſouls 3 many of whom re- 
ceived their firft ſerious impreſſion under his mi- 
niſtry; and great numbers are ripening apace for de 
ſacred ſupper.

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= ſweet ſellowſhip with him and another friend from 
ſix o'ctock till two in the morning. 1 had break- 8 
faſted that day at Hallifax, and found my landlady 
one whoſe heart God had touched. She told me 
ſhe went about Midſummer to ſpend a Sabbath with 
Mr G , found a crouded church, which 
will at leaſt contain a thouſand, asd almoſt as ma- 
ny without, for whom there was no room within 
the walls. He ſpent two hours in expounding the 
Lord's-Prayer that morning; and his word came 
with power. She dined at an Inn with about an 
hundred ſtrangers ; but there was no idle unprofita- 
ble talk, but ſuch as was good to the uſe of edify- 
ing. I learned from him, that the neighbouring 
clergy, envying his popularity, are caballing and 
contriving how they might get him ſuſpended ; con- 
cerning which he is no way careful, but fays as 
Luther in another place, Jam not much concern- 
© ed about it; let Chriſt ſee to it. He ſeems de- 
| termined, if they can carry their point, to go out 
in the high-ways and hedges immediately. The 
work of on {ill goes on under his miniſtry; 
and many are now under deep conviction, and 
are frequently coming to him for direction and 
comfort. One young man came while I was there, 
who, together with his new-married wife, are un- 
der ſuch vaſt concern for their ſouls, that they ſcarce 
know how to apply themſelves to their outward 
calling, till they have ſecured their immortal in-

When! came to Caln, ſeven miles from Howarth, 
my landlord and one of my chapmen were by

in their cenſures of dear Mr G———, 
ſaid, © he preaches damnation to ſuch a degree, it is 
© inſufferable ; that he had been preaching there not 
long before, and was two hours in his diſcourſe, 
which was beyond all ſenſe or reaſon: and fur- 
| « thermore,

thermore, he preaches in barns and private houſes, 
© and is a great encourager of conventicles. Ay, 
« ſaid I, does Mr. G preach in private houſes?” 
© Yes he does (ſaid my chapman, in an angry tone) 
© every week, and almoſt every day.“ Why then, 
© ſaid I, he is almoſt as bad as the apoſtle Paul, for 
© he taught the people publickly, and likewiſe from 
© houſe to houſe.” To this they anſwered not a 
word; but let the converſation drop. 

Bleſſed be God, there is ſome ſtirring among us 
here ; and dear Mr. Fawcett waxes more and more 
bold in the Lord. An old ſinner about fifty has 
lately been much with Mr. Fawcett, freely confe'- 
fing what no one living could have accuſed him of, 
acknowledging he had been a long time truſting in 
his own righteouſneſs, though he was ſenſible he had 
none; but now he is convinced the Lord Jeſus 


Chriſt muſt be his righteouſneſs, or he is for ever 


undone ; I hope it will end in a ſound converſion.

Adams, to Mr. James Relly. 


Very dear Bro. Relly, 


I Hope this will find you arrived ſafe at London, 
with ſome good degree of bodily ſtrength ; but 
above all, ſtrong in the Lord, and in the power of 
his might ; that you may, with the dear Taberna- 
cle people, fight manfully the battle of the Lord, 
and drive out the Redeemer's enemies before you, 
viz.

But methinks I hear you by this time aſking me 
how it is with the Redeemer's intereſt in the coun- 
tries. Why, bleſſed be Cod, fo far as I have been 
acquainted with it fince I left London, I have 
reaſon to ſay, it is in a proſperous way. When I 
left you I was not without trouble of ſoul on various 


accounts, but I ſhall only mention one, which was, 


to think that I had done ſo little for my dear Ma- 
ſter, and you, while I was among you; but the 
Lord enabled me to caſt my burden on Him, and 
ſweetly refreſhed my ſoul on the road. _ 
After I had rode about twenty miles I was over- 
taken by a gentleman of Portſmouth ; but I let him 


go by, for | found it beſt to be alone; but indeed I 
was not alone. Tueſday evening I reach'd Portſ- 


mouth, and was kindly received by brother and ſiſter 
B , and ſeveral other friends ; and ſpent the 
evening comfortably, in converſing together con- 
cerning the things that pertain to the kingdom of 
God, and praying him to bleſs my coming among 
them. During my ſtay there, I preached four times 
in a barn at Goſport, twice in a houſe on the com- 
mon, and once in Portſmouth town; and by the 
ſerious attention and tears of the people, I have good 
reaſon to hope the word did not return void. The 
congregations indeed were not ſo large as 3 
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but I imagine one great reaſon was, becauſe the men 

did not leave work in the dock-yard till near eight 
of clock at night: however there was a* goodly 
company; and I truſt the Lord has much people in 
thoſe towns. There is alſo a little ſociety gathered 
by one of our brethren, a ſoldier, at a place about 
ſeven miles from thence ; and I am ready to believe 

that the goſpel] would be received in many of the 
adjacent towns and villages, if we could make a 
longer ſtay when we went among them ; but we 
want more labourers, pray ye therefore the Lord 
© of the harveſt to ſend more labourers into his vine- 
© yard.” I was refreſhed in ſpirit while I was there, 
to find ſeveral whom the Lord was pleaſed to call 
when I was there the time before; two in parti- 
cular, I have all reaſon to believe, have found the 
Lord.

Dear, dear Bro, Harris, 


Thought to have ſeen you ere now; but am 

now diſappointed by ſome awful providence 
which has thwarted my deſigns, and has hitherto 
continued my ſtay here; but not without ſuch teſti- 
monies as makes me confident that my ftay here hath 
not been in vain ; neither do I ſee any appearance 
that it yet may be, for ſurely I have never known in 
theſe parts ſo much enquiry after the Lord of Naza- 
reth, as now: the country ſeems to be alarmed ; 
and great are the aſſemblies that flock together from 
every corner of the land, to hear of IMMANUEL's 
Blood and fame; and ſeveral perſons of diſtinction 
ſeem to be turning their faces Zion- ward; many 
ſtrong-holds of Satan have been lately ſtormed by 
the ſoldiers of the LAM AH; amongſt which Pem-

ſpiſed Place call'd Georgia. It is true, the Conſti- 
tution of that Colony is very bad, and it is impoſ- 
ſible for the Inhabitants to ſubſiſt themſelves with- 
out the Uſe of Slaves. But God has put it into 
the Hearts of my South-Carolina Friends, to con- 
tribute liberally towards purchaſing a Plantation 
and Slaves in this Province; which I purpoſe to 
devote to the Support of Betheſda. — Bleſſed be God 
the Purchaſe is made.—l laſt Week bought at a 
very cheap Rate, a Plantation of Six Hundred and 
* E Forty 
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Forty Acres of excellent Land, with a good Houſe, 
Barn, and Out-houſes, and Sixty Acres of Ground 
ready cleared, fenced and fit for Rice, Corn, and 
every Thing that will be neceſfary for Proviſions. 
One Negroe has been given me. — Some more I 
purpoſe to purchaſe this Week.—An Overſeer is 
put upon the Plantation, and I truſt a ſufficient 
nantity of Proviſion will be raiſed this Year. — 
The Family at Bethe/da conſiſts of twenty-ſix.— 
When my Arrears are diſcharged, I purpoſe to en- 
creaſe the Number.—I hope that Time will ſoon 
come; and that He who has begun, will go on to 
ſtir up the Friends of Zion to help me, not only to 
diſcharge the Arrears, but alſo to bring the Planta- 
tion lately purchaſed to ſuch Perfection, that if I 
ſhould die ſhortly, Bethe/da may yet be provided for. 
As you have been ſuch a Benefactor, I thought 
proper to give you this particular Account, that 
on may ſee it is not given in vain.—I could en-

My dear Brethren and Siſters, 


I Truſt you are all ſuch as know God, or rather are 
known of him ; ſuch as have built your Houſe, 
Jour Hope of eternal Life upon a Rock, even the 

ock of Ages, that immoveable Rock, which is 
the ſame Yeſterday, to Day, and for ever. If fo, 
ou are wiſe Builders; and becauſe your Founda- 
tion cannot fail, therefore the Building will ſtand, 
though the Rain deſcend, and Floods come, 
and Winds blow, and beat upon that Houſe. But 
other Foundation can no Man lay; 1. e. if you 
build your Hopes on any other Foundation, ſuch 
as Works of Piety or Charity, or the Goodneſs of 
your Frames; theſe are all changeable Things, 
and building of your Hopes on any of theſe, will 
be like building a Houſe upon the Sand ; and your 
Hopes built thereupon will be liable to be over- 
turned by every new Temptation. But if you 
build your Hopes upon Chriſt, upon his Merits, 
his Righteouſneſs, his atoning Sacrifice ; if you build 
upon his Promiſes, his Covenant, his Oath, your 
Hopes will never be ſhaken; and this becauſe the 
former are perfect, they are of infinite Value, and 
they are made yours; and the latter are immuta- 
ble and permanent; they are Yea and Amen. 

My dear Brethren, I greatly deſire your Growth 
and ſpiritual Profperity, your Eſtabliſhment and 
Comfort, and that you may be daily feeding upon 
Chriſt, and not only now and then Sacramentally. 
I would have your Hearts to be daily kept warm 
with the Love of Chriſt, and rejoicing in Chriſt

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eſus, daily eating the Fleſh, and drinking the 
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lood of the Son of Man. This is the hidden Life 
of a Chriſtian ; this is the Life of Faith in-the Son 
of God which the Apoſtle lived in the Fleſh, and 
which every Believer, in Proportion to the Mea- 


- ſure of his Faith, now lives. This would make 


you always ready prepared to every good Word 
and Work, wou'd fortify you againſt all Aſſaults 
of the Enemy, filence all your pak relieve all 
your Sorrows, ſteel your Brow againſt all Re- 
proaches, ſupport and 'chear your Heart under all 
Afflictions and Diſtreſſes, and inſtead of tremblin 
at the Apprehenſions of approaching Death, wou 
make you deſire to depart, and to be with Chriſt, 
as far better. | 
Some of you perhaps are ready to think“ O 


. theſe are high Attainments, ſcarce one Believer in 


twenty reaches to this. I ſhall never have ſuch 
a Meaſure of Faith and Love. I ſhall never have 
ſuch a full Aſſurance of Faith. I ſhall never get 
ſuch a compleat Victory over Death. As good [ 
may never pretend to it, as ſeek after it.” My 
dear Friends, if theſe Things were to be purchaſed 
with Thouſands of Gold ang Silver, then none but 
the Great and the Wealthy could hope to attain 
chem ; or if they were peculiar to Men of great 
Parts, diſtinguiſhing Penetration, or deep Eru- 
dition, then perhaps you might juſtly defpair of 
ever attaining thereto; but now, on the contrary, 
God hath choſen the Poor of this World rich in 
Faith, &c. and hath hid theſe Things from the 
Wiſe and Prudent, and hath revealed them to 
Babes. A true Believer of the loweſt Rank, or 
of the meaneſt Parts and Learning, is as dear to 
the Saviour as the richeſt, or moſt noble, as the 
wiſeſt or moſt learned. Chriſt hath paid as dear a 


Price for one as t'other, is as eaſy of Acceſs to 


one as tother; and the Treaſures of his Grace, 
; 8 „ 
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his unſearchable Riches, are unlock'd and open to 
all equally, It is not what you have, or what you 
do, ſo much as what Chrift hath, and hath done, 
and is doing, in you and for you, that entitles 
you to this glorious Hope. Let me lay before you 
ſome Reflections I have lately had upon that 
Text“ Hitherto ye have aſked nothing in my 
Name: aſk and ye ſhall receive, that your Joy 
may be full.” The Occaſion and Foundation of 
which, as well as many of the Remarks themſelves, 
I borrowed from that Man of Gop, our dear Bro- 

ther HoweELL HARRIS. | 
Theſe are the Words of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
to his Twelve Apoſtles, juſt before he enter'd 
| upon the .bloody Scene of his bitter Sufferings, 
when they had attended on his heavenly Doctrine 
three Years and a half. Can you believe they 
lived wholly without Prayer ? No certainly. Our 
Lord don't ſay ye have aſked nothing. Or can 
you imagine he had not inſtructed them how inef- 
fectual their Prayers would be if preſented in their 
own Names ? Certainly he had ; and had let them 
know that he was the Way to the Father, and 
that thro* him alone they had Acceſs to the Father: 
What then can be the Meaning of this Charge 
brought againſt them“ Hitherto ye have aſked 
nothing iu my Name.” Let us enquire what is 
meant by aſking in the Name of Chriit. The A- 
poſtles and others wrought many Miracles in the 
Name of Jeſus Chriſt. By the Name of ' Jeſus 
Chriſt of Nazareth, Peter and John told the Chief 
Prieſts and Rulers, the impotent Man had obtained 
that perfect Soundneſs in the Preſence of them all. 
There the Name of Chriſt ſeems to mean the 
Power of Chriſt. Wherever two or three are ga- 
ther'd together in his Name, &c. There, perhaps 
it means, in the Spirit and in the Love of Chriſt. 
But praying in the Name of Chriſt perhaps denotes 
ſomewhat 


638). 
ſomewhat further ſtill, viz. that we have put on 
Chriſt, And what does that mean? It implies 
that we apply Chriſt by Faith to our Souls ; Chrift 
with all his Merits. It implies not only that we 


have done ſo in ſome former Inſtance, but that we 


do it then, in that very Act of Prayer. A Servant is 
ſent to aſk, or to buy ſomething of another in his 
Maſter's Name. The Servant in that Caſe puts on 
| his Maſter. You all know the Meaning of that: 
The Perſon he treats with, does not ſo much con- 
fider the Character of the Servant, as that of the 
Maſter who ſent him, and gives according to the 
Regard he has for the Maſter, or ſells to the Cre- 
dit of the Maſter. The Perſon applied to, con- 
fiders the Servant as inveſted in that Affair with 
the Maſter's Character. So here; if I aſk in 
Chriſt's Name, I muſt put on Chriſt, I muſt be- 
heve his Righteouſneſs mine, his Obedience mine, 
and the Virtue of his Sufferings and atoning Sa- 
crifice mine. For me he was born; for me he 
was circumciſed ; for me he perfectly kept the 
whole Law; for me he fulfill'd all Righteouſneſs ; 
for me he was made. Sin, i. e. he ſtood in the Place 
of me a Sinner; for me he ſuffered and died; for 
me he bore the Wrath of God, and made full Sa- 
tisfaction to the Juſtice of God. It does not follow 
from thence, that I am Chriſt; or that, as the 
Antinomians ſay, I in Chriſt did and ſuffer'd theſe 
Things. But it follows, that Chriſt did and ſuf- 
fer'd theſe Things, not for himſelf, but for me. 
I therefore by Faith put on Chriſt, with all he has 
done and ſuffer'd as Mediator. Thus I am in- 
tereſted in all he has done and ſuffer'd ; and go- 
ing thus to the Throne of Grace, as the Father 
beareth him always, he will hear me always, If I 
aſk for Things agreeable to his Will, This is aſk- 
ing in the Name of Chriſt, and this the Apoſtles 
had not yet done; 1. e. comparatively they had 
hitherto 
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hitherto aſked nothing in his Name. Their 
Faith in him was yet very weak. And indeed 
they had not then ſome of thoſe Helps to Faith we 
have: Chriſt had not yet ſaid “ It is finiſhed.” 
He had not yet bore our Sins in his own Body 
upon the Tree. Nor did they yet fully underſtand 
for what End he was come into the World. 80 
that you cannot but ſee that our Lord might 
well fay to them, in a comparative Senſe —— 
« Hitherto ye have aſked nothing in my Name.“ 
But methinksT hear ſome humble trembling Soul 
ſay, Dear! I can never dare to take ſo much upon 
me as this. What! ſhall I, a poor ſinful worthleſs 
Worm preſume to apply to myſelf the perfect 
Righteouſneſs of the holy Jeſus, as if it were mine; 
and go to God with the ſame Confidence as if I 
myſelf had fulfill'd the Law? It would be the 
Height of Prefumption, I dare not do it. My dear 
Brother or Siſter, whoever you be, bear with the 
Harſhneſs of what I am going to ſay. I tell you 
then, in the Fear of God—this is being juſt as 
humble as the Devil would have you. The moſt 
inveterate Enemy you have in the World don't 
grudge you ſuch Humility as this. Perhaps theſe 

iſciples might have Store of this kind of Humility: 
They did not yet know what they were in Chriſt. 
They could not yet fay,—** My beloved is mine, 
and I am his.“ But let me tell you, till you can 
ſay ſo, if you have Faith, it is but weak. Chriſt 
bath faid, “ Him that cometh to me, I will in no 
wiſe caſt out.” Do you believe this? And why then 
don't you believe that he hath received you, and 
is become yours ? If you have not come to him, 
you have not yet believed in him; for fo he himſelf 
explains it. And if you have come to him, how 
can you queſtion whether he hath received you? 
Is not this Unbelief ? Is not this calling in queſtion 


the Truth of his Promiſe? Suppoſe you have 2 


Plaiſter 
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Plaiſter which would , infallibly cure any, Pain; 
you are grievouſly pained, but yet you don't apply 
che Plaiſter. What Good then can it do you ? 
So here, you believe Chriſt is able to ſave to the 
uttermoſt ; but yet you dare not believe he will 
fave you: You don't make his Merits yours by a 
_ believing Application of them to yourſelf. What 
the better then will you be for them? The Apoſtle 
ſaith, —** We are not under the Law, but under 
Grace. But while, thro' a miſtaken Humility, 
or rather, a Remainder of Unbelief, you refuſe to 
put on Chriſt with all his Merits, you are not un- 
der Grace, but under the Law. And you may 
well tremble to think what a ſad State that is; 
for, as the Apoſtle faith, <* As many as are of the 
Works of the Law, are under the Curſe, for it is 
written, << Curſed is every. one that continueth not 
in all Things that are written 1n the Book of the 
Law to do them.“ 
By this Time, I hope, you plainly ſee, that as 
many as believe in Jeſus Chriſt, as many as do in- 
deed pray in the Name of Chriſt, have put on 
Chriſt. They have put on Chriſt in the ſame 
Senſe that the Servant puts on his Maſter, when he 
aſks, or buys any Thing in his Maſter's Name. 
And now, my dear Friends, give me Leave to 
aſk, — 0. there none among you to whom Chriſt 
may ſay, and ſay with an Air of Diſpleaſure — 
„ Hitherto ye have aſked nothing in my Name.“ 

Have you thus, at all Times, or at any Time, 
pu: on "Chriſt 3 in your ſolemn Approaches to God ? 

doubt not you have named the Name of Chriſt; 
but this you may do a thouſand Times, without 
once putting on Chriſt by a lively Faith, If you 
have put on Chriſt, you have Boldneſs to enter 
nto the Holieſt by this new and living Way, 
which he hath ccnſecrated thro? the Vail, that is 
to lay, his Fleh. Where, by his Fleſh, I think 
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is meant, all he merited or purchaſed in the Days 
of his Fleſh. If you have thus put on Chriſt, you 
have Boldneſs, and humble Confidence, by the 
Faith of him, in praying for any thing accordin 

to his Will; as the Apoſtle Jobn faith, you kay 
that you have the Things you aſk of him ; even 
eternal Life, the greateſt of all Bleſſings ; and this 
becauſe Chriſt hath purchaſed it for you; and 
therefore, if you put on Chriſt, you may, in his 
Name, humbly claim it as an Act of Juſtice in 
God, as well as Mercy, to give you that oa 


which he hath received the full Price. Yea, C 
cannot deny it you, if you thus claim it in the 
Name of Chriſt; and if he cannot deny you the 
greateſt of all Bleſſings, do you think he can deny 
you that which is leſs ? 

And now let me adviſe you, let me entreat 
youpall (and the fame Charge I would give my 
own Soul) be perſuaded always to aſk in the Name 


of Chriſt, and then you have his Promiſe that you 


ſhall receive. The Promiſe is not made to bare 
aſking, but to aſking in his Name. Hitherto 
ye have aſked nothing in my Name ;”” aſk and ye 
ſhall receive, i. e. aſk in my Name, and ye ſhall 
receive, If therefore you have been aſking and 
ſeeking any Thing according to his Will, and have 
not obtained it, is it not becauſe you have not 
aſked in the Name of Chriſt ? Or elſe it is becauſe 
he is worſe than his Word ? I know, your Hearts 
Tiſe with Indignation at ſuch a Thought. Then 
certainly the former muſt be the true Cauſe. Welt, 
it is not yet too late. What is it you would 

rincipally aſk? Don't you want a ſealed Pardon, 

eace with God, a well-grounded Hope that Chriſt 
is yours, to have his Love ſhed abroad in your 
Hearts, and to have Joy in the Holy Ghoſt? 


| When you aſk theſe Things, be ſure to aſk them 
in the Name of Chriſt. Put on Chriſt when you 
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for them. Vile and ſinful as you are, both by 
lature and by Practice; believe that Chriſt kept 
the Whole Law for you, and that the great Work 
of meriting theſe Bleflings for you was finiſh'd at 
Mount Calvary. Plead therefore with God; and 
plead with Chriſt himſelf, „Lord, I now ſee that

ce teouſneſs of thine I am humbly bold to apply to 
c my ſinful Soul.

© moſt humbly and earneſtly beg upon the bended

es nant, and thy Oath ; and I know thou wilt not, 
100 thou canſt 105 deny me. O thou that ſayeſt

my dear Friends, let us go thus to the Throne, 
of Grace, and then our Hearts and Minds ſhall be: 
filled with the Peace of God which paſſeth all Un- 
derſtanding. Don't fooliſhly reject that Peace and 
Reſt, that Comfort and Joy you might this Way 
obtain, and can never obtain any, other Way. 
Why ſhould the Children of a King go mourning 
all their Days? Why ſhould: they ſay or think 
it is Preſumption in them freely to take and apply 
to themſelves what their Saviour ſo dearly pur- 
chaſed for them? Believe me, my Friends,” to 
object and fay, that this News is too good to be 
true, is 8 in the Face of God; it 
is really the Working, the Language of Unbelief; 
and it is doing manifeſt Wrong and Injury to your 

own Souls. W 
And now let me conclude this long Epiſtle with 
a Relation I pick'd up laſt Week at the Bell Inn, 
in Painſwick, My Landlord there is a Brother, 
whoſe Heart, as well as his late Wife's, was touch'd 
many Years ago by the Preaching of dear Mf. 
Ihitefield, His Wife died, after a Month's Sick- 
neſs, not very long after, and Mr. Charles Meſſey

A Few Lines I ſend to let you know how gra- 
cious the Lord hath been to me fince I faw 
you.

my own Heart; proving myſelf to be ſuch a 
Monſter of Iniquity, that I was even aſhamed 
of myſelf before God; neither was Satan 
backward, nor wanting in his Aſſaults; re- 
preſenting Things in the groſſeſt Light; and 
keeping his Perſpective continually before my 
Eyes, through which every Mole-Hill appear'd 
as a Mountain; perſuading me that the Hearts 
of the Friends in London were ſhut againſt me; 
and that I had not been bleſt amongſt them, and 
that I ought not to go to them again ; putting me 
in Mind of my own Weakneſſes, which the 
Lord knows are innumerable. But after all his 
Sifting, he could not rob me of the Teſtimony 
of a good Conſcience ; which witneſſeth that 
E | my 
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my Heart bath been kept upright in the Work 
of the Miniftry ; and faithful according to my 
Light; being at this preſent, I thank our Saviour, 
void of Offence, both towards God and my 
Brethren : "This Teſtimony have I brought out of 
London with me, in Spite of all the Powers of 
Hell; and as for all my Weakneſſes, Glory be 
to God, I have free Acceſs to the Blood of 7 
ſus, which cleanſeth us from all Siu. After I 
came here, my Burthen was removed, in ſome 
Meaſure ; and ftill more as I became more wil- 
ling to be nothing, that Jeſus might be all. Alas 
my dear Brother, I find ſtill that I am a poor 
helpleſs Creature; to will is preſent with me, 
but how to perform that which is good I find 
not ; but Glory be to his Eternal Name, who is 
become ſuch a ſuitable Gop, ſuch an High 
Prieft as becometh me; verily if it be the Devil's 
Aim to darken' the Free Grace of God in my 
Soul, he miſſeth it; for I prove that neither his

ble of diſcerning) I wrote to Brother H——s : 
Since which I have been at Vedneſbury, where I 
found a People hungring after the Word of Life, 
and my own Heart enlarged, every Time I opened 
my Mouth to teſtifie of the Salvation of ESUs 
amongſt them; as alſo when I communed private- 
ly with them: Concerning the State of their pre- 
cious immortal Souls, and Things pertaining to 
our Father's Kingdom, they are at preſent much 
confuſed; for want of that Order which is in 
. other Socittices However, there ſeems to be a 
ood Proſpect of a gathering of Souls to the Lord 
3 there. From thence I went to Birmingbam, 
where my poor Soul, that had been ſifted many 
Ways (during the Time of my being on this 
Journey) was exceedingly refreſhed ; not only in 
the publick Adminiſtration of his Word and Doc- - 
1 but more eſpecially when we met together 
to ſpeak one to another of what Gop hath done 
for our Souls; of which-moſt preſent had ſuch a 
divine Senſe, that it brought . ren to the Feet of 
Jeſus, admiring at the Riches of that Grace, 
which ſnatch'd them as Brands from the Burning, 
At their earneſt Deſire, and after waiting upon 
the Lord for Direction, I form'd them into a 
Sqciety, to the Number of 20 or more; and in 
examining of them T was quite ſatisfied of the Spi- 
lit 4 Grace working in all their Hearts: Some 
ſweetly 
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ſweetly proved and experienced the Effects of 
Gop's Righteouſneſs, viz. Peace, Joy, Love, 
Aſſurance, &c. whilſt others, deeply ſenſible of 
their own Wretchedneſs and Depravity, alſo of 
the Inſufficiency, yea Sinfulneſs of their own 
Righteouſneſs, cry mightily after Jeſus ; hunger- 
ing to be cloath'd upon with him as the Lord 
their Righteouſneſs ; whoſe Cry the Lord God of 
Sabbaoth will ſurely hear and regard. It was with 
much Regret I left them, . committing them to 
the Care of the great Shepherd of Iſrael; and, in 
Company with Brother -——m and other Bre- 
thren, came on my Way to Tewkſbury, but coming 
to Bromſgrove, we were received by a Diſciple of 
| Jeſus, who entertain'd us kindly, and they being 
at preſent without a Miniſter, I preached. that- 
Evening in their Meeting, they being Indepen- 
dants, and ſimple loving Souls. As the Lord gave 
me Utterance, ſo I ſpake, and I truſt the Word 
did not fall to the Ground; they intreated me 
much to abide with them over Lord's Day; but 
Preaching being publiſh'd at Tew4/dury, I could not, 
however Bro. J m abode with them, «and 1 
came forward to this Place, where I arrived on 
Saturday Evening; and Yeſterday many Souls af- 
ſembled to hear the Word of the Lord, but we 
were aſſaulted by ſuch a furious Mob, that all 
was turn'd into Confuſton : I ſtrove many Ways 
to ſilence them, firſt by reaſoning the Matter cooky + 
with them, but alas they acted far below Brutes, 
being not only void of Reaſon, but deſperately _ 
outrageous; I then endeavour'd to lay before them 
the Juſtice, Holineſs, and Purity of God, wich 
the Infallibility of his Word ; which hath declar'd 
that none ſuch as they ſhall enter into his King= 
dom; but they being void of Conſideration, would 
not hear it: I was then led to entreat and earneſtl- 
beſeech them in the Name of our dear Lord Je, 
# » 7 and 


2 ( 142 ) a, 
and for the Sake of their own precious Souls, 
forſake the Evil of their Way, and turn and be 
reconciled to Gon; but they blaſphemed ſo much 
the more, and with greater Violence diſturbed the 
Auditors, by flapping of Tables, ſtamping on the 
Floor, puſhing the People, Hollowing, Swearing, 
Curſing, Laughing, Pricking with Pins, Throw- 
ing Handfuls of Snuff, and Brickbats and Dirt: I 
continued to diſcourſe about one Hour ; but the 
Noiſe ſtill increaſing, I left off: At laſt 


they began to withdraw, breaking the Windows 


of the Houſe as they went. This Day the Bre- 
thren apply'd for a Warrant, in order to bring 
ſome of the Chief of them to Juſtice, the Houſe 
where | preach'd being licenſed ; but no Juſtice 
for Þ .ethodifts is to be had here, the Juſtices of 
the Peace peremptorily refuſing to ſign any War- 
rant againſt them ; therefore it is thought expedient 
by ſome Friends, that an Information ſhould be 
lodg'd in the King's Bench againſt the Diſturbers : 
Many of our Diſſenting Friends are willing to 
exert themſelves in Conjunction with us, in pro- 
curing the peaceable Enjoyment of that Liberty 
the Law allows us. Thus, my dear Brother, I 
haye given you a ſhort Account of the Progreſs of 
the Goſpel, as alſo of the ill Treatment we re- 
ceive from the Hands of an ill-natur'd World; 
which ſerves to crucifie us more fully unto the 
fame: Through Grace my Soul proves it thus 
beneficial, whilſt my weary Spirit cries, Quickly 
come, Lord Jesus come quickly: Farewell my 
dear, dear Brother, farewell. Remember my Love

ver praiſe the Lord enough for the Bleſſings he has 
beſtow' d upon the Labours of his poor Servants, — 
The Mercy of the Lord is all that we have to ac- 


| knowledge, which is every Day renew'd to us. Tis 


now 40 Years ago, when the Lord was pleas'd to 
begin to ſettle a Miſſion in the E-Iudies for the 
Converſion of the idolatrous Heathen. Since 
that Time the Lord has receiv'd into the Boſom 
of the Church 7477 Souls, 855 of the Portugueſe 
Congregation, 2559 of the Malabarian Congrega- 
tion, belonging as well to the City of Tranguebar, 
as thoſe in the Country. This very Year the Por- 
tugueſe Congregation has been augmented with 22 
Souls; 297 preſent living Members, which are 
daily inſtructed by two Miffionaries and two Ca- 
techiſts.

In the Portugusſe School are 24 Male Children, 
taken Care, of by a Miſſionary and a Schoolmaſter; 
as to the Female Children there are 18 taken Care of 
by a Schoolmiſtreſs, which are inſtructed in the 
Chriſtian Religion. .

The largeſt Boys and Girls learn to knit Stock-

The Malabarian Congregation of the City, has 
by, I ſince the laſt Year, 
viz. 50 Roman Catholicks, 5 Heatheniſh Children, 
and 54 grown Heathens ; and its Number is at 
preſent 1427, which are attended by 4 Miſſiona- 
ries, and which preach by Turns in the new-ere&- 
ed Sian's Church in the Country. This Congrega- 
tion is conſtantly attended with one Catechiſt, 3 
under Catechiſts, and 2 to teach the Boys, and 3 


the Girls to pray. 140 Children are now in the 


School, 89 Boys and 51 Girls, amongſt which 
many are maintain'd by the Benefaction in Europe. 
The Malaburian School-boys are taught to read, 
write, and caſt Accompts, alſo Divinity, and the 


Grounds of Church Hiſtory, and Geography, and 


ſome are taught the German and Portugueſe Lan- 

iges. The Girls learn to ſpin, to make Mats, 
and -knit Stockings, one Woman to buy in Rice 
and Victuals, and 6 Cooks to prepare their Vic- 
tuals. They have at preſent one Miſſionary of the 
Indian Nation, the other Miffionary of their own 
Nation. The Sick and Poor receive the Charity 


of the European Benefactors. 


The Malabarian Country Congregation is in- 
creas'd this Year with 73 Perſons, 60 Chriſtian 
Children, 9 grown Heathens, and 4 Roman'Ca- 
tholicks. The preſent Number of Members in the 


Country Malabarian Church are 3023. 


Theſe Congregations in their ſeveral Diſtricts 
are attended by the Indian Preacher of their own 
Nation.

A brief Account of a great Tumult that hap- 
pened at the Tabernacle in Plymouth, on 
Sunday the 29th of November 1747 ; occa- 
. honed by a Man of War's Crew coming 
with Fury, and diſturbing the Congrega- 
tion met together to worſhip God there. 


T Five o'Clock in the Evening, when we 
£X were met together to worſhip” the Lord God 
of our Fathers, being in Number about 1000 ; 
after I had ſung and pray'd, and gone over the 


firſt Head of my Diſcourſe in Peace with Pleaſure 


and Freedom in my own Soul, and whilſt the Peo- 
ple ſeemed. to give a moſt cloſe Attention, with 
an Appearance in their Countenances that the 
| Word reach'd not only their Ears but their inmoſt 
- Souls; a ſtrong Party of Sailors belonging to the 
Windſor Man of War came in amongſt us, whofe 
firſt Appearance look'd as if they had a Deſign to 
diſturb us in our Devotion. They entered in 
and continued with their Hats on, ſtaring about 
them upon the People ; promiſing by their angry 
Looks that their Purpoſes were far from being to 
attend upon the Word with Seriouſneſs, and to 
eek Inſtruction for their Souls. In a little Time

four 
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four of chem came up and ſtood juſt under the 


Pulpit, looking very ſtedfaſtly in my Face, plainly 
betraying by their Looks and Sneers that they had 
a Mind to put me out of Countenance; but I 


was enabled not to regard them at all, and ſo 


went on in preaching the Word of Truth with 
Boldneſs. In about 15 Minutes they began to 


ſtamp and ſwear moſt bitterly near the Door, and 


made ſuch a confuſed Noiſe, that no one could 
hear me ſpeak, that ſtood nigh them: Some of 
our Friends intreated them very mildly either to 
be ſtill and quiet in the Place, or elſe to go out. 


peaceably : But ſo far from taking their kind Advice, 


that they laid the Weight of their heavy Bludgeons 


with unſpeakable : Fury upon the poor People's 
Heads, and other Parts of their Bodies. Now the 
Confuſion began, and the Hearts of many ſunk 
with Fear; the Cries and Groans of the poor Wo- 
men and Children were very ſtriking and affect- 
ing, many of whom thought they ſhould neither 


ſee their Children and Parents upon Earth any 
more. There was but one Door to go out at, 


and that was guarded by a Company of very teſo- 
lute Perſons, who ſwore that the firſt who at- 
tempted to make their Eſcape, ſhould have their 
Brains blown out by a Piſtol : This hindered the 
People from making their Eſcape, and fill'd them 


with the moſt dreadful Apprehenſions of what 


would follow. Then the Sailors beat down the 
Candleſticks, and blew out the Candles to darken 
the Place; but Providence ſo order'd it, that one

thro': Men of corrupt Minds, to exclude the Sa-

I came here from Plymouth the Day before 
- Yeſterday, leaving dear Brother H=-rr—s there. 
Soon as I reach'd the Town, tho' there was no 
Poſſibility of their having any previous Notice, 
I was told, to my great Surprize, the People were 
. aſſembled together, ſo I went to the moſt conve- 
nient Place in the Street, where Bro. F—n R—y 
had once preach'd {which I ſuppoſe is all the 
Preaching that has been in the Town upwards of 
.200 Years) I found a large Congregation. of ſimple 
and attentive People, and expounded the Lord's 
Prayer with as much Silence as in any Church, 
and gave Notice of Preaching by Eight the next 
Morning, but as there was no Service in either 
of the two next Pariſhes in the Morning, and 
for the People's Conveniency I ftaid till Nine 
and found ſome Hundreds; in the Afternoon 1 
went with the People near two Miles to their 
neareſt Church, and at my Return found many 
Hundreds gather'd. from all round the Country, 
and I believe God- was with us, and he made me 
to believe, if I now ſaw not the Effects, yet by his 
Holy Spirit he would bring to their Remembrance 
when on the ſilent Deep, in their retired Em- 
ploy, ſome of thoſe weighty Truths I had been 
delivering.

Account of his late Viſit to Bermudas. 


Bermudas, May 17th, 1748. 


Reverend and dear Sir, 


INE Weeks ago I arrived here from Charles- 
Town, and e'er now I thought to have had 
the Pleaſure of ſeeing you and my other dear 
Friends in New-England. This was the Reaſon 
why you have not heard from me before.— But as 
Providence ſeems to appoint me another Courſe, I 
cannot omit this Opportunity of ſending you a ſhort 
Account of my late Excurſion to Bermudas. I 
ſuppoſe you have heard of our ſafe and pleaſant 
Paſſage. We were but 9 Days I think on board, 
and I do not remember that I heard one ſingle Oath 
from Land to Land. As we went round the Weſt 
Part of the Iſland, in order to come into the Har- 
bour, I was very much ſtruck with the Mag © 

_ agreeable Proſpects and Landſkips it afforded. The 
Scene was quite new, and different from any I had 
ever beheld before; and tho' I have been here ſo 
long, yet it appears very delightful to me ſtill. 
limo lately upon my Arrival, ſeveral received me 
in a plain, artleſs, free Manner; and deſired me 
to expound the very firſt Evening.—I readily com- 
plied, and continued ſo doing ſor ſeveral Days, 
and was ſo pleas d with the Heartineſs and Atten- 
tion of the People, and Pleaſantneſs of the Iſland, 
that I could not help thinking I was got among my 
Friends in ſome Part of Seuth-Wales, or the Clo- 
thiers Country in Glouceſterſhire, in England. — — 
One Mr. Holyday, a Clergyman of the Church of 


England, received me with open Heart and Arms. + 
: . The 
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The firſt Lord's Day after my Arrival, I read 
Prayers and Preached in two of his Pariſh-Churches, 
and the lo I ſtaid, the more kindly he behaved 
to me. e two other Church-Clergy choſe to 
keep at a Diſtance. But one Mr. Paul, an aged 
Preſbyterian Miniſter, was very free to let me have 
the Uſe of his Meeting-Houſe, which being pret 
large, and lying in a central Part of the Iſland, 
eached in it to very large Auditortes, for eight 
rd's Days ſucceflively.—His Excellency, the 
avernor, was pleas'd to come and bear me when 
preached in Town, with moſt of the Council, 
and principal Gentlemen of the Hand ; he treated 
me with great Reſpect, and invited me more than 
E to dine with him. I have now preached: near

venty times in all. On the Week-Days chiefly at 
rivate Houſes up and down. in different Parts. of the 
and, ſometimes within, ſometimes without 
Doors, to larger Aſſemblies, as they tell me, than 
were ever ſeen upon any Occaſion in the Iſland = 
before.—The longer I continued here, the larger 
the Auditories grew. The Word was frequently 
e with a divine Power, and many have been 
rought under promiſing Convictions, which I truſt 
will iflue in ſound and ſaving Converſions. When 
I preached my Farewell-Sermon laſt Lord's Day, 
we had a moſt ſolemn Seaſon. It much reſembled 
the Appearances that we had ſometimes at Mr. 
Hebb's, and the other Meeting-Houſes, 7 or 8 
Years ago in Bo/ton. Tho' I bave been uſed to 
fuch Partings, yet the People's weeping almoſt un- 
manned me. Since then I have received many To- 
kens of their Love, and am furniſh'd with a Va- 
riety of Stock for my Sea-Store. God willing, I 
have promis d to viſit them once more; for indeed 
Bermuda's People are dear to me. I have ſpent, nine
